Though at times it was reduced to 
the level of a shouting match, 
Monday's discussion on the House 
of Representatives’ latest redistrict- 
ing plan did serve to bring some 
concerns and accusations into the 
open. The heated debate took place 
at the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen's meeting. 

Rep. James Miceli did most of the 
shouting. Miceli tried at length to 
defend his vote in favor of the plan, 
which will divide Wilmington into 
three districts among three repre- 
sentatives 

Selectman Jim Stewart took 
Miceli to task for not voting against 
the redistricting plan. He also 
pointed out Wilmington could have 


maintained three “minori 
districts would dilute Wilmington's 
power at the state level. 

“I don't know how you can tell 
me that's going to do Wilmington 
any good," he said. 

Miceli claimed the redistricting 
committee, on which he served, had 
no alternative and he challenged 
Stewart to "show me another way 
to do it." He argued because of the 
higher concentration of people in 
the northern part of the state, the 
northern districts were ,most 
seriously affected.

He called redistrict- 
ing an emotional issue and "one of 
the most difficult things. 

“It's clear tu say there are no easy 
answers," Beckwith added as he 
assured selectmen the town mana- 
ger could use all three representa- 
tives "very very effectively.” 

Michael McCoy jumped into the 
fray when he maintained both Cain 
and Stewart were making the i 
“a little too political. 

"I don't think it's too political. 1 
(just) don’t think that was in the 
best interest of the town," 
countered Stewart.

change in graduation date

Wilmington High School seniors 
will most likely be graduating June 
12 this year instead of the tra- 
ditional first weekend in June. 

The unexpected change is due to a 
new state law that requires 
graduation be held 12 days prior to 
the last approved day of school. 
That day is partially determined by 
the number of snow days. Though 
the law went into effect Novem- 
ber, 1986, it was reportedly not 
enforced last year. 

The whole issue came before the 
Wilmington School Committee last 
Wednesday. In attendance was an 
overflow crowd of parents and 
seniors who had learned of the 
changed date in an assembly pio 
gram called by Principal Paul 


Fleming earlier in the day 

Seniors were allegedly upset with 
the news since their student 
handbook listed June 5 as gradua- 
tion and many families had already 
made plans around that date. 
According to senior Pam DiPalma, 
some students had already rented 
halls for parties and made plans to 
go on vacation trips after the 
ceremony. 

“Everybody is counting on us 
graduating on the Sth; this just 
messes up everything,” she said, 
explaining that some of her own 
relatives wouldn't be able to make 
the latter date. 

The school committee was sym- 
pathetic to the seniors’ plight, It 
was learned that someone had 


inadvertently typed in the June 5 
date in the handbook and the hand- 
book was subsequently approved by 
both Fleming and the committee 
Bridget Zukas said her committee 
had to assume part of the blame for 
not catching the error. However, it 
was also noted that the law has to be 
upheld or the school system could 
lose reimbursement funds from the 
state 

Tt was decided the superintendent 
would write a letter explaining the 
problem to the state Department of 
Education.The letter would also 
contain a request for a waiver from 
the law for this year only, The 
committee decided to wait for a 
reply until setting a final date for 
graduation. 


Tighe visits boards with 
revised housing plans

Developer Jay Tighe is currently 
making the rounds of Wilmington 
town boards with a revised plan 
detailing 220 attached and detached 
units for his Shawsheen River 
Estates project. Monday night it 
was the turn of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen. 

Attorney Carol Rolf told the 
board that proponents hope to 
convince them to apply for a 
$500,000 CDAG grant to help pay 
for an extended sewer line to the 
site off Hopkins Street. Tighe added 
he would like the board to agree to 
market the affordable units through 
a lottery system. 

Selectmen listened to the presen. 
tation but opted to get more infor- 
mation before making a decision. 

Rolf went over the revisions. The 
proposal, which has changed from 
condominiums to single family 
homes to fall under HOP guide- 
lines, now contains 52 homes, 15 
duplexes, 10 triplexes, and 27 
quadraplexes. Of the total, 66 units 
would fall under HOP and five 
percent would be offered to the 
housing authority as rental units for 
low income families. 

Rolf said after working with 
heads of town boards and agencies, 
Proponents came up with a plan 
which would allow more open and 
green space and cut down on 
extensive roadways within the 
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$3.00 for males and spayed females 
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project. She said the developer 
would reduce density further by 
nine units or agree to allot more 
HOP units if the town agreed to the 
CDAG grant. 

Tighe’s second attorney, John 
Callan, gave a forceful speech on 
the need for affordable housing. 

“There is a need; there is a crisis. 
We can't stick our heads in the 
sand,” he said, At one point he 
asked selectmen to work with the 
developer and, in return, he 
guaranteed “we will come up with a 
project we can all be proud of.” 
Neighbors felt the plan was the 
best presented so far. But they still 
spoke against the density, proposed 
access and construction road 
through Reed Street, and the cost to 
the town in terms of additional 
resources and services needed. 

“I think we're getting there slow- 
ly but the issue there since day one 
has not been resolved," said Dennis 
Volpe. He was referring to 
neighborhood concerns in opening 
Reed Street to cut through traffic 
from Billerica to Wilmington and 
the ensuing danger to neigh- 
borhood children and handicapped 
residents. Neighbors have continu- 
ally asked that the developer either 
cul de sac the roads or not use Reed 
Street for access to prevent later 
problems and an increase in vehicle 
and truck traffic. 

Rolf said that proponents were

willing to do something creative 
with roadways to avoid a shortcut 
from one town to the other, She 
said, however, in discussion with 
department heads, they pushed for 
a through road for safety and other 
reasons. Chairman Bob Cain asked 
Proponents to come up with other 
scenarios to handle access. The 
Proposal now shows three access 
roads to the property, including 
Hopkins Street and emergency 
access off Third Avenue. 

There are some things, like the 
handling of a required pumping 
station and working with the 
MBTA to bring the sewer line 
under the railroad tracks by Grove 
Avenue, that have yet to be 
resolved. Other things, like 12-inch 
water mains, have already been 
addressed. 

The plan has been submitted for

Cottle delivers 
positive message 
on family life 


“Lam convinced that families are 
doing pretty darn well -- but life in 
America is getting tough,” said Dr. 
Tom Cottle, addressing the 20th 
anniversary gathering of the Wil- 
mington Family Counseling Ser- 
vice, Dr. Cottle blamed the image 
of the American family being in 
tatters on the media. Simply put, 
the image of happy families makes 
for dull television. Therefore, 
programs usually feature families 
in trouble. 

"But let me tell you, this culture 
turns out a mess of good children,” 
he said. 

Cottle's message was generally 
upbeat, but did include some 
criticism of many things that 
parents do. Trying to shape a child 
in your own image is narcissism, he 
said, and it can't be done. "You'd be 


better off trying to change leaves 
yellow in spring.” 

He urged parents not top place 
conditions on love. 

“Love is a celebration of the other 
person's being,” he said, "and not 


an attempt tochange them.” He was 
critical of parents threatening noi 
to love a child for getting poor 
marks. Do we only appreciate kids 
wheg they get A's and B's? 

If yap don't really love them, the

HOW MUCH DEBT 
CAN YOU AFFORD 


It's easy to charge up a storm with 
your credit cards -- easier than 
paying the bills. How much can you 
afford to owe? 

On the average across the 
country, people who earn about 
$25,000 a year make monthly 
credit payments of $172. Those 
whose income is about $50,000 a 
year spend $287 a month to pay 
their credit card bills. For those in 
the $100,000 bracket, the monthly 
payments total $467. 

Where credit gets out of hand is 
where payments on credit eat up 20 
to 30 percent of gross earnings each 
month; lenders will often refuse 
credit to overextended borrowers. 
For the family with $25,000, the 
danger zone cam be as low as $416 
to $625. The $100,000 earner is 
overspending if monthly payments 
hit $1,666 to $2,500. 

Mortgage lenders use similar 
criteria to qualify borrowers. 
Generally speaking, total debt 
payments -- including the mortgage 
-- should not exceed 36 percent of 
grgss income, though lenders may 
make some allowances for those 
with a large down payment.

for the day care transportation bill, 
tax incentives for home care of 
family members, shelters for 
homeless families, and a series of 
budget amendments for poor 
children and their families. 

"T have always tried to be a strong 
advocate for family related issues 
and I was very pleased to receive 
this recognition from the Council 
for Children,” said Beckwith.

He said the final concept chosen has 
to be turned over to the state 
Department of Public Works, Once 
the concept is accepted, that agency 
will then require some engineering 
work on it and will hold a new 25 
percent design hearing.

accordingly. Unfortunately, as the 
towns grew, infrastructure 
improvements did not keep pace. A 
recent Congressional Commission 
Report stated that public works 
expenditures as a percentage of 
gross national product has dropped 
from four percent in the early 
1960's to 2.5 percent in the early 
1980's. 

Undersized waterworks facilities 
are inadequate to meet today's 
needs. To deliverwater subject to 
current standards requires more 
wells, pumps, treatment plants, 
storage tanks and pipes. The past 
practice of underfunding now 
necessitates large capital 
expenditures. 

In Massachusetts, water takers 
receive their water from the 
MWRA or independent municipal 
supplies. The MWRA sells water 
wholesale to 46 communities 
These communities then only have 
to distrubute the water to their 
customers. Other communities,like 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, need 
to produce their own source, of 
water (either wells or surface 
water), provide treatment, and 
provide storage tanks in addition to 
distributing the water. 

‘The MWRA recently announced 
rate increases to member 
communities that average 40 
percent. This comes on top of 
annual increases in the last few 
years, Wilmington raised its rates 


in 1987 to pay for a new water 
treatment plant. This was the first 
increase since 1979. This interval 
between increases is typical for 
many communities. In the future, 
however, rate increases will need to 
be on a more regular basis. 

‘What does it cost for water in this 
area? The following is the cost per 
1000 gallons in some neighboring 


communities: 

Cheimsford, $1.50; Reading, 
$3.45; Westford, $1.80; Tewks- 
bury, $3.00; Wilmington, $1.86. 

Those who buy bottled water off 
the supermarket shelf pay $500 per 
1000 gallons. 

In many towns, including 
Wilmington, revenue is derived 
only from the sale of water. No tax 
money is used. In those towns, the 
water rates reflect the true cost of 
water. 

Compounding the problems 
facing today's water ts is 


the current regulatory climate. On 
the state level, the recently enacted 
water management act regulates the 
amount of water that can be 
withdrawn from sources of supply, 
requires permits for new supplies 
and increases the bureaucracy. It 
now takes up to four years to 
develop and activate a new well 
supply. Ten years ago it would have 
taken half the time. The edxtra red 
tape translates into extra dollars. 

On the federal level, amendments. 
to the safe drinking water act will 
require sampling for more 
chemicals, more treatment and 
more expenditures. As happens 
with many new federal programs, 
additional federal dollars do not 
accompany the new regulations. 

Saome people are worried that we 
are running out of water. The wells 
are not going dry, but the public 
will need to dig deeper into its 
pocketbook in order to enjoy its 
liquid assets. Water no longer can 
be sold at philantrophic prices. 
Without an infusion of dollars, the 
water flowing from kitchen taps 
will be reduced to a trickle.

Police Officer Joe Waterhouse was as surprised as I was. Of 
course, unlike Joe, 1 was lucky enough not to have had traffic 
duty Monday night at. the intersection of Deming Way and 
Burlington Avenue. Traffic near the housing authority office 
looked as if someone had discovered the fountain of youth 
there. As I pulled my car to the side of the road, which was 
beginning to resemble a giant parking lot, Officer Waterhouse 
was overwhelmed with cars and pedestrians. The large crowd 
had heard about the chance to sign up for affordable housing. 
And if there were doubts in your mind about the 
overwhelming need for this type of development, these 
crowds were proof positive that there is in fact a need, and that 
it's more than genuine. 

There were people everywhere at the housing authority 
Monday night -- more than 600, to be precise. And each and 
every one of them was there because of the leadership of one 
man, Dan Gillis. A member of the housing authority, and best 
known for his advocacy of this proposed affordable housing 
development at the Wilmington - Wobum line, Gillis was as 
amazed as this writer at a line of applicants that stretched from 
the housing authority front door to the flower bed at the last 
unit on Deming Way. The seniors must have thought someone 
was having quite a shin-dig. 

However, it wasn't a party at all but instead an opportunity 
for people to apply for units that could start at $65,000 if the 
Project is approved at a special town meeting, which Gillis 
plans to call for the middle of May. 

You can count on people like Lou DiRupo and Joan 
Dancewicz to be present at that town meeting, with as many 
other voters as they can muster. DiRupo, who lives at 
Redwood Terrace, was standing in the cold, night air on 
Monday to sign up for a place for his son. And Joan 
Dancewicz was hoping that a unit will be available for her son, 
when he soon finishes his college work and returns home. 

From beyond Wilmington came others, like Bill and Candy 
Reitchel. Bill lived in town for years, but now he and his wife 
rent in Andover. When asked why they were willing to stand 
in line for an hour Monday evening, Mrs. Reitchel said, "I 
think the prices are outrageous, and this is the only way we can 
i: get into the market.” 


This sentiment ‘was echoed by Joe Tenbeau from Lynnfield. 
Joe looked determined Monday night as he stood in the long, 
crowded line, which resembled the ones you see in front of the 
Boston Garden when playoff tickets go on sale. Tenbeau 
hopes local voters will approve the Woburn line development 
"to help out their fellow residents” who can't otherwise afford 
a place to call their own 

*Robin Andrews from Tewksbury would like a place that 
both she and her young children can call their own. “You've 
got people,like me with four kids that can't afford a house", 
said Andrews, who added that she still can't understand how 
any first time home buyer can stay in Wilmington at the 
present prices. 

And commenting on how popular this proposed 
development is when compared to others, local resident 
Jennifer Hill, waiting in line with Melissa Husen from Glen 
Road to add their names to the growing list, said, "No one 
shows up for Shawsheen Estates, but they're here tonight 
What does that say!" 

Judy Halley, who's been working with Dan Gillis for 
affordable housing, had the answer for Jennifer. "It shows 
that this is a break for people that need housi 

As for the man of the hour himself, Dan Gillis was "amazed" 
at Monday night's turnout. Said Gillis, "It proves what I've 
been saying over and over; if you've got the product they'll 
beat a path to your door -- and we've got the product!" 

It's this unique product that has managed to turn around a lot 
of opinions in town. There was some irony in what happened 
Monday night, as the fire and police departments had to 
Manage an overcapacity crowd. After all, it wasn't too long 
ago that similar crowds came out only to oppose affordable 
housing proposals. 

But this one‘is special, and it comes after a lot of public 
education. The Old Main Street area is the best location yet 
for an affordable development; and meanwhile the community 
has heard countless stories about people who need that which 
most of us would consider basic -- a roof over their heads, that 
they can call their own, and take pride in; also known as the 
American Dream. 

There was quite a message Monday night, and hopefully the 
establishment in town will listen carefully. As the executive 
director of the housing authority Ella Bellmore said, "I would 
think that this sends a message that the selectmen should 
support the project.”

The Shawsheen River Estates development proposal public hearing will be held ' 
before the Wilmington Board of Appeals on April 12, 1988 at 7:00 p.m. 


The development began in May of 1987 as a 414 unit condominium development. 
Since then the state has changed its guidelines in an attempt to eliminate condo fees that 
would cause financial hardship to people purchasing affordable units. 


A new proposal for 220 single family units was formulated with the assistance of 
town officers, department heads and board representatives. In an attempt to provide 
more open space we took advantage of the zero lot line concept on this 44.2 acre parcel 


of property. 


A 600 page Environmental Impact report has been completed and deemed adequate. 
A final report should be completed for submission to the Mass. Environmental Policy 
Act by mid April. 


A favorable Order of Conditions was received from the Conservation Commission in 
January. 


On February 24 the site approval was received from the Mass. House Finance 
Agency. 


Our discussions are very positive with the Water & Sewer Commission; having their 
approval as long as we adhere to the Master Sewer Plan.

Our final M.H.F.A. application was filed on the 18th of March which makes us 
eligible for the competitive state funding round which will be held in June.

He 
claimed neighbors had been 
“snowballed” into voting for the 
relocation last year and now all he 
sees behind his house is " a Mojave 
Desert.” 

Dave Fitzgerald stood up for 
Forrest and said of McCoy, "if he 
wants to make a point of trust, he 
should wait until someone breaks 
his trust.” 

Ironically, the planning board 
had disapproved the original 
rezoning because members felt 
there was too much land involved 
for just a gas station. 


Article 33, to rezone 40.66 acres 


on Andover Street from R60 to 
R20, generated some comments and 
raised some questions. The site is 
owned by Al Fiorenza and, along 


with an abutting parcel currently 
being planned as a subdivision, is 
being eyed for a sludge facility by 
the MWRA. 

Dirk Peterson, a member of the 
local citizens committee on sludge, 
asked that the developer "give us an 
edge" and use that site for 
affordable housing. He said the 
State may not take the property if 
it's being used for public rather 
than private use. Peterson felt 
building a single family subdivision 
there may not stop any land taking 
at a later date, should the MWRA 
be given that authority.

Article 35 asks voters to rezone 
4.1 acres of land currently 
occupied by Global Appliance from 
general industry to HDB. Porter 
Chevrolet of Cambridge is seeking 
to locate an auto dealership on site. 
Marilyn Chalifour told those 
present she felt there were enough 
auto dealerships in town. She was 
the only resident to speak out. 

Article 32 seeks to rezone 
property at the comer of Main and 
Clark Streets from R20 to 
neighborhood business to put in a 
moderate sized office building. 
Abutters in attendance said they had 
no objections. 

Article 34, dealing with a land 
swap and the release of a parking 
easement in the North Wilmingotn 
parking lot, was continued from 
last week's fincom hearing. 

The article was submitted by 
developer Steve Lawrenson, who 
was seeking to right an alleged 
injustice unwittingly committed by 
the town. The town sold three 
parcels of land to Larz Neilson but, 
because of a mixup during the 
transaction, the actual land is now 
owned by Lawrenson. Neilson has 
been paying taxes on the property 
for the past 20 years. 

Town Crier editor Fred Neilson 
told those present the problem 
poses “a little bit of a hardship” 
since the Town Crier office burned 
down and they need the property 
for a new building. He said his 
family needs a maximum amount of 
parking to accomodate the new 
building. 

Complicating the whole issue was 
an announcement by Courtney that 
the MBTA is planning to take the 
burned out depot and surrounding 
land by eminent domain for a train 
platform and parking. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski said that 
was "totally unacceptable.” Neilson 
agreed. 

Both men, however, disagree on 
article 37. The article was 
petitioned by Neilson and seeks to 
establish a policy providing health 
insurance for town employees and 


those hired on a contractual basis 
who work more than 20 hours a 
week. 

Stapezynski said upon review the 
law requires towns to provide 
insurance coverage to employees 
who work approximately 20 hours 
or more. This does not cover 
contractual workers. Stapczynski 
said "we intend to comply with the 
law." 

Selectman Chairman Bob Cain 
said he feared a “dangerous 
practice” would be set if the article 
passed.

Wilmington urged to

Wilmington’s legislative delega- 
tion told selectmen to continue 
voicing opposition to a sludge faci- 
lity proposed for a site on Andover 
Street. 

“A strong offense is the best 
defense,” said Senator Bob Buell at 
Monday night's board meeting 
Rep. James Miceli agreed, though 
he said eventually the sites furthest 
away from Quincy may be written 
off since they may not be cost 
effective. 

Selectmen said they continue to be 
concerned that Wilmington may 
end up as the chosen site. Along 
with former selectman Rocco 
DePasquale, they questioned the 
criteria used in choosing the sites. 
DePasquale said he was under the 
impression the Massachusetts Wa- 
ter Resources Authority zeroed in 
on Andover Street because ofthe 
Proximity to Route 93 and access 


through an industrial area rather 
than through a residential zone, 

‘Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull, who serves on an advisory 
board to the MWRA, agreed one of 
the biggest criteria was probably 
transportation and access. 

Hull offered those present at the 
meeting an update on progress so 
far, He said a local citizens advisory 
board had been formed and a 
meeting was already held to define 
the committee's role and review 
criteria in choosing the 12 sites, A 
criteria report will be filed with 
MWRA by May 30 and the final 
sites are expected to be chosen by 
June, he said. 

Hull added in trying to prepare a 
defense against locating the facility 
in Wilmington, the town has raised 
such issues as wetlands on site, 
conservation land, and affect of 
such a plantona nearby farm.

During the three years that 
Wilmington resident Mary Rose 
lived with leukemia until her death 
last May, she exhibited a strength of 
character and a sense of humor few 
22 year olds display in a lifetime.

With the help of Shawsheen Ele- 
mentary School teacher Rick Barry 
of Wilderness Plus, Rusty will be 
running a series of white-water 
rafting trips down the Concord 
River the weekend of April 16, The 
trips will be set up in three hour in- 
tervals and will cost $50 per per- 
son. All proceeds will go directly to 
the Hematology/ Oncology Fund at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital to benefit 
patients at that facility. 

The cost will include two trips 
down the river; soup and coffee at 
the Bunting Club in Lowell, which 
will be the starting point of each 
trip; and transportation, 

According to Rusty, he and Mary 
enjoyed rafting together but were 
never able to go on the last trip they 
planned, because of her illness. 

Mary displayed her athletic 
prowess best through softball. She 
was a pitcher at Nazareth Academy 
in Wakefield and played in the Wil- 
mington Recreational League. She 
also pursued a vigorous exercise 
schedule to keep her body in shape. 

Mary also believed in the value of 
a good education, She attended 
classes at Nazareth, St. Michael's 
College in Vermont, and, as long as 
she was able, at Middlesex Com- 
munity College in Burlington. 
Mary's intelligence, said her 
brother, was obvious to all who 
knew her. 

Rusty is in the Merchant Marines 
and graduated from college the 
night before his sister passed away. 


He is devoted to keeping his sister's 
memory alive and helping others in 
similar circumstances. 

"It's just the thought of doing 
something. I have to do some- 
thing,” he explained.

Three sewer lines needed to 
extend Tewksbury system ~ 


by Bill Conton 

Selectman Chairman Bill Hallisey 
this week said Tewksbury will need 
three interceptor lines to extend the 
town sewer system, at a cost to the 
town of $7.3 million. 

The chairman spent a half-hour 
of the Tuesday night selectmen's 
meeting in desi ing the town's 
sewer system. a pointer and 
a town map, Hallisey showed where 
the sewer lines now run, what is 
being done now, and what the town 
hopes to accomplish. 

The town sewer system covers 
about 34 miles, he said, and has cost 
the town roughly $10 million. 

But all 16 contracts to date have 
been completed under cost, he said, 
leaving a-considerable excess of 
funds for future work. 

Voters at the February special 
town meeting agreed to transfer 
$386,000 of that excess to conduct 
additional work, including the 
completion of the south Tewksbury 
area and extension along Pillsbury 
Avenue. 

All told, Hallisey said, the unused 
funds could total $1 million. 

To continue the sewer expansion, 
he said, three main interceptor lines 
will be needed in the future: 


a) The Long Pond - Marginal 
Brook interceptor, to run from 
near town center to the North 
Billerica Road area at an estimated 
cost of $4 million. b) the Round 
Pond interceptor, at a cost of about 
$1.7 million; and c) the Shawsheen 
interceptor, at $1.6 million to 
service much of Shawsheen Street, 

If completed, the interceptors 
would allow for street lines and 
offshoots to reach local homes. 
State aid for the interceptors has 
been requested, he noted, but the 
town's sewer system is low on the 
state funding priority list. 

Hallisey asked the television 
viewers to report any failed septic 
systems to the board of health, 
DPW or town manager's office 
Failed septic systems, he said, will 
raise the town's priority for funds 

Another sewer project now in the 
works would bring service to the 
Kendall Road - Ames Pond area. 
The residents of the area delivered 
a petition asking for service, he 
said, and the Kendall Road line will 
cost up to $4 million. Hallisey said 
the Kendall Road sewer line is 
under review. 

The town has also insisted that 
any private sewers be built to meet

implementation of the program is 
horrendous. The Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts did not take into 
consideration the impact on the 
Town as to actual needs, not only 
for affordable housing, but also for 
marketable housing associated with 
affordable versus marketable 
housing now in existence. 


What would you do 
about the town's 
traffic problems?

The Town's traffic problems are 
due to vastly increased traffic with- 
out proper updating of traffic 
control systems which in most cases 
in Tewksbury require State coop- 
eration. The Planning Board has 
been working our Representatives 
and Senator to improve the present, 
outdated system. But with all State 
activity, time is not of immediate 
importance.

Population from 1986 to 1987 rose 
by 500 in Tewksbury, but numbers 
seem to be decreasing as a general 
rule. I expect Tewksbury's popu- 
lation will rise to about 32,000 by 
1995 -- about where Chelmsford is 
now. The difference is the number 
of housing units will go up, since 
there are more families with fewer 
children, The demand for afford- 
aBle housing will continue to 
increase, especially for seniors. 
Demand for services will increase 
and fewer will be able to fulfil 
them, raising prices.

I believe the industrial growth in 
Tewksbury has begun to stabilize. 
Residential housing over the last 
year and a half has been decreasing, 
which is evidenced by the unsold 
Properties within the community; 
the nation's economy does play a 
major role in development. 


One of the many changes I would 
propose is to review the method of 
hiring and dealing with our engin- 
eering company. Presently, Camp, 
Dresser & McKee makes proposals 
to the Town, then prepares the bids, 
then bids on the projects, performs 
the engineering and ultimately 
performs the work. This has always 
appeared to me to be a blatant 
conflict of interest. If elected, I 
pledge that our Town's consulting 
work will once again be put out to 
bid so*that all contracts will be 
awarded in an open and competitive 
manner. 


I would like to see more planning 
with goals set, both short and long 
term. I would like for us to have a 
Master Plan that would include not 
only development, but future goals 
toward a well-run municipality and 
commitment to our quality of life 
(e.g. schools, long term care 
facilities, arts and humanities, 
recreation and conservation.) I 
would like us to look forward 
before we run into things! 


I feel we should strongly support 
the recent change to Town Manager 
government and wait to see how 
this works before implementing 
any other change. 


I feel the town should adopt a 
master plan for residential and 
industrial development; should put 
ahalt to "spot zoning.” Would like 
to see all departments live within 
the constraints of Proposition 2 1/2, 
Would like to eliminate the 
problem or apathy by encouraging 
more town government partici- 
pation by Tewksbury residents. 


1 am proposing a moratorium on 
zoning changes until such time as a 
Master Plan has been presented to 
Town Meeting. This Master Plan 
would propose a 500 foot buffer 
zone between industrial and resid- 
ential land, Further, a by-law 
would be proposed that would 
prevent the sale of Town owned 
land for a fraction of its value. 


I believe that unplanned and 
indiscriminate development must 
stop. We must respect one acre 
zoning and start planning for our 
future to enhance the town, rather 
than letting it "just grow." We must 
assess our needs and encourage 
them, rather than put everything 
that is suggested on Main Street! 


Reasonable, planned development 
is essential in order to increase the 
tax base. A master planning 
program should be adopted and 
enforced. All development should 
be authorized in an orderly, 
responsible fashion. 


Until we adopt a master plan, we 
have no control over any develop- 
ment in the Town of Tewksbury, 


After much unnecessary delay, 
Tewksbury finally has a full-time 
professional administrator who can 
oversee the Town's needs without 
being beholden to special interest 
groups. This new form of govern- 
ment will be the single most 
important change that many of us 
will see in our lifetime, and 1 am 
committed to see it work. 


The town manager should enhance 
our government by gathering 
departments under the leadership 
of one person who can discern what 
our municipality has or has not. It 
will allow the town to work as a 
unit, providing fair distribution of 
money and labor to run depart- 
ments. It will improve commun- 
ications to the benefit of all. 


It is too early to tell. However, 
centralized responsibility and day- 
to-day management of town affairs 
should definitely improve the 
efficiency of our town government. 


We finally have an overseer of 
operations of the community on a 
daily basis, which should yield 
more control over spending and 
better service to Town residents’ 
needs. 


During the past year, I have had an 
Opportunity to sit on the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, which is ultim- 
ately responsible for the approval 
of any comprehensive permit. It 
has been through my efforts that 
Tewksbury has not been overrun 
with these units which would cons- 
iderably increase that services that 
the Town must provide. The 
number one change that | would 
initiate, which is consistent with my 
voting record, it that no permits be 
given to projects in excess of 25 
units. 


I see a need for affordable housing 
in Tewksbury , but not necessarily 
under present guidelines of the 
State. Private development is hot 
considered “affordable.” This 
means that if we do not use state 
funding, under their guidelines, it 
is not counted toward our quota. 
State guidelines only provide for 
new development and do not take 
into account the apartments and 
condominium units that are already 
built and available. I do not see why 
our town has not joined with Rep. 
Miceli to change these guidelines. 


The Affordable Housing Program 
is a complex issue that requires» 
extensive research. Changes have 
recently been made in this program 
and it is not inconceivable that 
other changes may be forthcoming, 
If this program will really provide 
moderate housing for our young 
adults then we should consider 
adoption as long as any and all 

Proposed developments comply 
with Tewksbury’s zoning by-laws. 


I have addressed this at the Special 
Town Meeting last Spring, where | 
attempted to give the State some 
guidelines which, if adopted, would 
give the Town more control over 
the Comprehensive Housing Law. 


1 would immediately institute the 
recommendations that have been 
offered by the Northern Middle- 
sex Area Commission, which per- 
formed a comprehensive study of 
the traffic problems facing Route 
38. Thus far, the Board of Select- 
men has ignored the many valuable 
solutions offered in this study. 
Naturally, all of these problems 
should be worked out with our 
State Representative, who has 
shown a keen interest in the 
problem 


We must plan further ahead! 
Buildings put so close to the street 
as to prevent future road widening 
should not be allowed. Turn lanes 
should be put on present busy roads 
until new changes can be made. 
Utilities should be put under- 
ground. A timetable should be set 
up in advance so that digging sched- 
ules can be combined, limiting 
construction tie-ups. Paving deep 
enough to prevent frost heaves and 
pot holes should be expected. 


All we seem to do is talk about this 
problem. I would enlist the aid of 
local, state and federal officials, 
identify hot spots, and take imm- 
ediate short term action, while the 
planners look at the long term 
solutions. 


A sub-committee is now in place to 
study the traffic flow problems 
throughout Tewksbury. We are 
presently involved, with the assist- 
ance of our State Representative, 
with making major improvements 
to the intersection located at the 
Town Common. 


A main theme of my campaign has 
been to preserve the 800 acres of 
the Tewksbury Stéte Hospital land 
in its natural state. I further support 
the State initiatives which have put 
money aside for Town purchase of 
large tracts of land that should be 
left to lie fallow. But my concem is 
not recent; three years ago I 
authored a bill filed by Rep. Miceli 
(House Bill #4714) which would 
deed 50 acres of state owned land 
that will be utilized by the Tewks- 
bury Cemetery. 


I would like to see a estab- 
lished to allow homeowners to 
donate land that has not been devel- 
oped, and upon which they are 
being taxed, to the conservation 
commission. This would encourage 
long-time residents to keep their 
homes, knowing the area would be 
preserved. Another thought is for 
the town to establish a Land Bank, 
to buy pieces of property which the 
town would like to control. The 
roads would be designed to enhance 
the area, protecting the parcels 
which the town would like to keep. 


1 would cooperate with the Conser- 
vation Commission and assist them 
in any way possible as they continue 
their program of identifying and 
acquiring additional land areas. 


Currently an open-space by-law has 
been drafted and I support this 
action very strongly. It is my 
feeling that we need to preserve 
‘open-space areas in the Town.

Auto theft topic at Rotary Club 


More automobiles are stolen in 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, per capita, than in any other 
state of the nation. The thefts are 
not merely "joy rides” by juveniles. 
Crime ‘syndicates pay the 
youngsters to steal the car, which 
will soon end up in a "chop shop," 
or else be re-sold for illegal profits. 

It is an easy way for a young 
person to "make" $100. General 
Motors cars are the favorite targets 
for some of these people because 
the parts are so interchangeable. 
This produces an operation which 
is 100 percent profit. 

One car is stolen in Massachusetts 
every 10 minutes. 

“We as district attorneys can do 
very little about it. The State Police 
can do very little about it. We do 
not have the statutes to prosecute 
auto body shops.” 

So Ronald A. Pina told the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington on March 23, 
Mr. Pina is the district attorney for 
Bristol County, and is the president 
of the Massachusetts District 
Attorneys Association, 

"We have the talent, we have the 
ability, we can do it in Massachu- 
sets, but we do not have a statute 
which is against receiving stolen 
goods,” 

"We are asking for a law by 
which we can show the whole 
picture to the judge and jury. But 
the Ciyil Liberties Union argues 
against it.” 

‘The Massachusetts District Attor- 
neys Association wants a law which 
is called The Corrupt Organiza- 
tions Statute, In the State House it is 
known as Senate Bill 1432, 

"In Massachusetts we cannot

laws. Since 1970, however, federal 
prosecutors have been able to 
prosecute illegal enterprises. They 
can prosecute white collar crime, 
illegal enterprises, organized 
crime, drug dealers and political 
corruption. This is because of a 
federal law called Racketeer Influ- 
ence and Corrupt Organizations’ 
Act (RICO). 

State Senator Lois Pines has filed 
the bill for the District Attorneys, 
Senate 1432. It is based on a Model 
R.L.C.O bill drafted by a 
multi-faceted Committee for the 


American Bar Association. The law 
is tailored to meet the concerns of 
prosecutors, the defense bar, the 
civil libertarians, and the business 
interests of Massachusetts, 

This law has corrected problems

faced by the federal statute, and 
those of 27 other states which have 
their versions of the R.1.C.O. laws. 
This law polices abuse by providing 
for legislative and public oversight 
of the law enforcement efforts: 

It further enables prosecutors to 
bring consolidated criminal action 
against unlawful enterprises, and to 
confiscate their illegally obtained 
proceeds and property. At the same 
time it provides the defendants with 
complete due process protections.

Dr. Leavitt first to use 
titanium joint implant 


Podiatrist Dr. Kenneth M. Leavitt 
became the first surgeon in the 
Boston area to successfully replace 
a painful, deteriorating toe joint 
with ‘a revolutionary new type of 
‘Titanium implant that is expected to 
last the lifetime of the patient. 

Conventional plastic or silicon 
joint implants have been available 
for years, but with a life expectancy 
of only 10 to 15 years, they are not 
recommended for patients less than 
65, according to Dr. Leavitt. The 
new Titanium metal joint 
replacements give 30 and 40-year 
old arthritic patients the kind of 
help that elders have enjoyed for 
years, Leavitt said. 

Joint replacements are the 
ultimate solution to remove pain 
and to restore function to any of the 
joints in the forefoot when they 
have been irritated and impaired by 
bony inflamation or deterioration 


caused by some form of arthritis. 
Dr. Leavitt considers partial or full 
joint replacement only when no 
conservative measures of trying to 
clean up the joint will render the 


patient pain free. . 
The February 22nd surgery sig- 
nifies the sophisticated capabilities 
of modern podiatrists who are 
trained to perform surgery and 
often have earned hospital 
privileges to perform outpatient 
surgery. Dr. Leavitt has been 
licensed since 1983 and has hospital 
privileges at New England 
Memorial Hospital in Stoneham. He 
routinely performs from two to 10 
foot surgeries per week. Most are 
performed in the sterile surgical 
room in his office. "I expected to 
perform most surgery on an 
outpatient basis at the hospitals, but 
the majority of my patients have 
expressed a preference for the 


Backyard 
gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 
‘What about fruit trees? 

Ihave been asked - "Is it possible 
for the average backyard gardener 
to grow fruit trees in this area?” 
The anwer, based on personal 
experience with apple, peach, 
cherry and plum trees, is - yes, if 
you are willing to give them the 
attention they require. Picking a 
crisp Cortland or McIntosh apple 
from your own tree in late August 
is a very satisfying experience, 

The words "if you are willing to 
give them the attention they 
require" may scare most folks off. 
It should not, Let's take a quick 
look at the amount of time and 
effort four trees will involve, The 
first and second years are easy, 
since fruit trees do not begin to 
bear until the third or fourth year. 

Planting a young tree will take an 
hour, maximum. Four trees, four 
hours. If leaf chewing insects, 
especially aphids and Japanese 
beetles, are numerous, it may be 
necessary to spray the trees three 
times in June and July. Therefore, 
your first year with four trees may 
involve a total of 10 to 12 hours, 
which will include spraying if 
necessary, fertilizing and watering. 

The second year is less time 
consuming than the first. The trees 
will not bloom yet, since they are 
busy building strong root and 
branch systems. Again, it may be 
necessary to spray the leaves three 
times in June and July, if you see 
evidence of extensive leaf damage. 

In order for fruit trees to do well, 
there are some basics which must 
be considered. First, top quality 
trees are a must. If you buy your 
trees from a well known grower or 
nursery, chances are you will be 
purchasing good stock. I have had 
excellent success over the years 
with nearly two dozen trees 
purchased from Stark brothers 
Nurseries, Louisiana, MO. (You 
can get a free fruit tree catalogue 
from Stark by writing to them and 
asking for it.) 

The best time to plant fruit trees 
in our area is May, so there is still 
time to get started this year. Stark 
ships promptly; trees ordered by 
mid-April will arrive in three to 
four weeks. If you prefer to see 
what you are buying, Weston 
Nurseries in Weston and 
Mahoney's in Winchester and 
Tewksbury sell first quality trees. 

Next in importance is a good 
planting site. "Good" means 25 feet 
away from the house and other 
trees, in a spot which receives at 
east six hours of sunlight a day. Be 
careful not to plant any tree in 
poorly drained soil. If water 


"stands" for days after a quick snow 
melt or a heavy rain, do not 
consider that area for fruit trees. 

Fruit trees do require more time 
in the third and following years, if 
clean produce is expected. 
Assuming the trees are now well on 
their way, they should start to 
blossom in their third or fourth 
year. I k now of no way to harvest 
insect damage-free fruit without 
spraying regularly (every 10 days) 
with an all purpose fruit tree spray. 
I am more ecology minded than 
most gardeners, and I avoid 
chemicals and sprays whenever 
possible. Unfortunately, you cannot 
succeed with fruit trees unless you 
spray. 

The good news is (a) spraying 
under controlled conditions (mean- 
ing at dusk after the bees have 
returned to their hives), does not 
involve damaging the ecology, and 
(b) spraying takes only 15 minutes 
per tree using a compressed air 
tank sprayer. 

Therefore, in terms of time 
requirements from the third year 
on, four trees should require an 
hour each of spraying, nine or 10 
times during the summer. Add in 
time for mulching, fertilizing and 
watering and you can expect to 
spend 15 to 18 hours total each 
year, tending four trees. Not a lot 
of time, considering the rewards 
that await you. 

As to space requirements, dwarf 
trees, which top off at eight feet, 
can be planted 10 feet apart. Semi 
dwarfs, which grow to about 12 
feet in height, should be planted 15 
feet apart, while standards must be 
spaced 20 feet in all directions. 

If I were starting anew, my four 
trees would be two apples (I am 
partial to Cortlands and Macs) one 
plum (Stark's “Delicious” is the 
finest tasting plum I've had yet) and 
a Montmorency pie cherry tree. I 
would avoid sweet cherries, since 
the robins and blue jays will steal 
them as soon as they start to ripen. 
Pears do not do especially well in 
our climate and are very slow to 
come into bearing. Peach trees will 
ultimately succumb to peach tree 
borers, although you may enjoy 
several years of bearing before 
they die. Where space allows, plant 
two varieties of a fruit, to insure 
good pollination and fruit set. 

Obviously a column of this size 
cannot make you an instant expert 
on fruit trees. The local libraries 
have several good references on the 
subject should you decide to 
proceed. 

Next week and the week after, we 
will prepare the garden for mid- 
April plantings of peas and onions. 


pain is caused by irritated nerve 
endings around the outside of a 
joint which has become inflamed 
due either to an inherited defect in 
the joint or to an injury. The body's 
natural defense mechanism tries to 
prevent the pain by limiting the 
movement of the foint. To do this, 
the body attempts to build up excess 
bony structures or “bridges” 
around the damaged joint. 
Corrective surgery involves 
removing all or most of the excess 
bony structures, then replacing part 
of the joint with a Titanium metal 
implant which looks somewhat like 
a golf tee. This serves as a smooth 
socket for the other bone. Once the 
cause of the irritation is removed - 
the joint can resume painfree 
function immediately. The surgery 
is done with a local anaesthetic on 
an outpatient basis in the doctor's 
office, and normally can be 
completed within 45 minutes. 


Leavitt explained that he 
performs many types of implant 
procedures using various kinds of 
materials to fully or partially 
replace any joint in the forefoot. 
Plastic slilcon implants may still be 
the method of choice in elderly 
persons. Still, there are other more 
conservative kinds of treatments 
that can be tried before implant 
surgery is necessaary. Moreover, 
Leavitt said, not all forefoot pain is 
necessarily arthritic. Young 
persons commonly experience 
neuromas (or trapped nerves) due 
to foot injuries. Most neuromas can 
be treated simply and decisively 
with steroid injections or minor 


surgery.

As advocates of the disabled, the 
Commission is committed to the 
implementation of Federal and 
State Civil Rights laws as they 
pertain to the disabled as a minority 
and work to ensure their partici- 
pation in all that is deemed public. 
The issues that the Commisison 
deals with are decided on by board 
vote based on input received from 
concerned citizens, individually or 
collectively by orlganized groups.

Writing on the walls 
for bad-check artists 


Massachusetts’ bad check artists 
can't say nobody warned them. 
Thousands of merchants through 
the Commonwealth are now 
posting signs cautioning scofflaws 
about the new ba d-check law that 
took effect February 21. 

The bright, red signs, distributed 
by the National Federation of 
Independent Business among its 
more than 9,000 Massachusetts 
members, read: "Warning! Bad 
Check Writers are Prosecuted in 
Massachusetts." Also spelled out 
are the penalties - fines of between 
$100 and $500, plus the face value 
of the check. 

The penalties apply only if the. 
person who bounces a check fails to 
make good within 30 days after 
receiving written notice from the 
merchant, 

According to Linda M. Noonan, 
director of governmental relations 
for NFIB/Massachusetts, the 
passage of the new law by the 1987 
Legislature now provides mer- 
chants recourse to collect on bad 
checks through civil courts 
Merchants will continue to have the 
opportunity to prosecute bad check 
writers in the criminal courts. 

"Local retailers typically take in 
large numbers of checks for small 
amounts," Noonan said. "Until now 
they've been prime targets for 
rubber check artists, who know 
small business owners and local law 
enforcement officials do not have 
the time or ressources to pursue the 
matter in the criminal courts,

"Consequently, bad checks 
represent a significant cost for 
merchants which is passed along to 
honest customers in the form of 
higher prices." 

Noonan said bad check laws 
similar to Massachusetts’ have 
Proven to be successful deterrents 
elsewhere. In Colorado, the 
number of bad checks dropped 12 
percent in the years following 
passage of such a bill, and in 
California the number of bounced 
checks dropped 21 percent. 

"The law will do the same for 
Massachusetts, once bad check 
artists realize it's now easier and 
more fruitful for merchants to'take 
them to court,” Noonan predicted. 
"That's good news for consumers, 
because as retailers’ losses drop 
they can keep costs down, and more 
merchants will be inclined to accept 
checks." 

Noonan stressed that the new law 
targets only those individuals who 
intentionally set out to defraud 
business owners. "Merchants have 
no desire to prosecute regular 
customers who bounce a check due 
to a simple bookkeeping error." 

Noonan noted that the law 
provides a 30 day grace period to 
give those who make an honest 
mistake ample time to make good. 

"The statute also specifies the 
language of the warning letter, and 
requires that it also be sent in 
Spanish, to make sure that it is clear 
and understandable,

I heard spring peepers for the 
first time on Monday.

In just a few short weeks 
we'll be sprawled on the porch, 
swearing at the heat and humidity, 
and wishing it was spring again.

~ Tackle Box — 


Remember the story here a few 
weeks back, about the guy on the 
Cape who supposedly caught and 
released a bass weighing 15 pounds, 
7 ounces? And remember the part 
about the tackle shop owner who 
wouldn't sign the affadavit that he 
had weighed the fish? Well, forget 
it -- the story was a hoax. 

Dan McGuiness from DF&W said 
a follow-up call to the tackle shop 
owner, Bob Gardner, was instead 
answered by none other than the 
fisherman's wife! And since the 
naughty fisherman, Ed Capadonna 
of Watertown, never brought his 
wife in on the scam, she didn't 
know that the truth would hurt. 
Well, it did. The fish was a lie. 

The previous state record bass, 
caught in 1975 by Walter Bolonis, 
and weighing 15-8, still stands. As 
for Mr. Capadonna -- well -- a fish 
story is one thihg, but this tall tale 
went a bit too far. Shame on him. 

The state Tags ‘n' Trout program 
is alive and well. If you catch a 
trout with a flame orange tag from 
Baddacook Pond jin Groton or 
Long-Sought-For in Westford, 
bring the tag into Barnacle Bill's 
tackle shop in Littleton for your 
prize, Minimum value of the prizes 
is $20 each, and 25 trout were 
dumped into each pond. 

There's a problem with Long- 
Sought-For Pond, though. It seems 
that the entire pond is surrounded 
by private property, and the land 
owners aren't interested in having 
you cut across to fish the pond. The 
Division is looking at the problem, 
80 stay tuned. Bells will by rung. 

McGuiness also said another sign 
of spring is the issuance of turkey 
hunting permits. He said the Div- 
ision was going to issue up to 
16,000 permits, but only 11,000 


applications were received. So, if 
you applied for a turkey permit, 
your tag is on the way. (I forgot!) 

Quabbin and Wachusett are the 
two most important reservoirs in 
the MDC water system, but a story 
in this week's Boston Globe said the 
lakes are producing dangerous fish, 
full of mercury. ~ 

After calling around, though, it 
seems that the so-called "safe” level 
of mercury was lowered from 1 
part per million to an unspecified 
amount. So it's not that there's 
suddenly more mercury in the fish, 
they just decided that to move the 
limit down instead. (I'd still eat 
Wachusett trout -- no hesitation.) 


Aquatic biologist John Linden- 
berg, while scuba diving under the 
ice in Wachusett this winter, claims 
he saw a brown trout swim by that 
would weigh 30 pounds if it was an 
ounce! Lindenberg was doing a 
State survey of smelt in Wachusett 
at the time, and said he guarantees 
that the brown was real. Yikes! 


Speaking of the Wachusett, the 
fishing there starts on Friday. The 
reservoir is bordered by Routes 12, 
70, 110 and 140. For a ballpark 
location, take 1-495 to 1-290. When 
you make the turn, the Wachusett is 
off to your right. With fish like 
that, I'm on my way, See ya!

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‘Talk normally—I'm only deaf'

She flunked out of Reading 
High yet she has a college 
degree in accounting Lr 
computers. Before the age 
four and a half, she hardly 
spoke at all; today, she has 
crarethaae je sy pte 

jing. ie has spen' 
stacks of time with the horses at 
Woburn’s Winning Farm, but 
can be sure there are no 

on her. 

Kim Gregorio of Reading is a 
real hot ticket and if you don’t 
watch out, she’ll take you 
straight to the cleaners — part 
of the time, that is. 

Until recently, Gregorio’s 
week went something like this: 
taking care of and riding horses 
on the afternoons when she 
wasn’t waitressing at night; 
teaching sign language at 
Creative Arts er 
speaking about being deaf for 
the Understanding Handicaps 
program in Reading and 
Wakefield as well as at various 
area colleges; and working in 
the family business, Greg’s 
Cleaners. 

At this point, she’s continuing 
with Understanding Handicaps 
and Greg's where she manages 
the shirt department and does 
bookkeeping for sometimes as 
many as 65 hours a week. 

Gregorio was diagnosed early 
on as retarded or autistic; 
refused education at a deaf 
school because she has some 
hearing; scoffed at in the 
hearing world by teachers who 
thought she might be using 
deafness as an excuse. She has 
bad knees and scoliosis; 
sometimes, she wears glasses. 

Yet her ability to laugh has 
become a bridge between both 
of her worlds, making her an 
ambassador to each 
“Sometimes things go in one 
eye and out the other — or even 
over my head,”’ she says, 
referring to the fact that she 
receives most of her in- 
formation from lip reading, 
front and side. “Growing up 
wasn’t easy for me because I 
was deaf. A lot of people think 
because I can talk now, I can 
hear everything, but I don’t. 

“People don’t realize how I 
hear,’”-she continues. “I have to 
figure out every word you're 
saying, and a lot of words look 
like ‘mall’ or ‘tall.’ I have to 
figure out the first letter to have 
it make sense — if I misun- 
derstand one word, I’m lost." 

Accents, moustaches, beards, 
and new people make a big 
difference. “After I figure out 
the words, I put them into a 
sentence,” she says. ‘If I miss 
one word, the sentence doesn’t 
make sense. The person will go 
on and on, and I won't know 
what he’s talking about.”’ 

Mainstreamed throughout 
elementary school, Gregorio 
had to travel to junior high in 
Newton because there was no 
program for her in Reading. “I 
couldn’t talk that well so the 
kids would always make fun of 
me,” she says. “Besides, | was 
from Reading and I was the 
outsider." 


After two years and a few fist 
fights, Gregorio was ready to go 
to Reading High with her 
friends. ‘I had a lot of fun there 
because my deafness wasn’t my 
problem — it was the 
teachers’,” she says. “It was 


“My other teachers had 
always looked at me and made 
sure I could understand their 
lips,” she says. ‘‘In high school, 
the vocabulary was much 
bigger than I could understand. 
I was used to simple everyday 
conversation, and I'd never 
heard those words. 

“We'd watch a movie about 
an atom with pictures of the 
atom and a voice in the 
background — no lips to read. 
So I'd sit there and ask, ‘What 
are they saying?’ and the 


teacher, of course, would yell at 
me. So there I was — I can't 
take notes from the movie, and 
the next day we have a quiz. I 
pass in a paper, blank.”’ 


And the following would oc- 
cur: “What are you trying to be, 
a smart aleck ? Why didn’t you 
at have the volume turned 

“When the sound comes out of 
the projector, it’s distorted,” 
says Gregorio. “I do well on 
hearing tests because I know 
what the words sound like. 
They're words I’ve heard 
before.” 

Gregorio was ready to quit 
School. Instead, her mother 
gave her a choice: an all-giris 
school or a deaf school. “That 
solved the problem,” she 
laughs. “Growing up for me 
was growing up with guys.”” 

Deaf high school and college, 
however, were a whole other 
trip. “I was frustrated there 
because I was stuck in the 
middle,” she says. ‘I could talk 
better than many of the kids but 
I couldn’t sign as well. I met a 
lot of kids who could talk and 
didn’t want to use sign 
language, and there was a deaf 
clique that wouldn’t accept me. 

“A lot of deaf people don't

Dr. J. comes to Wilmington

understand English,” she says. 
“If deaf people grew up with 
sign language, that’s all they 
know. They don’t know the word 
‘mad.’ They -know the sign 
‘boom.’ You can’t say, ‘I am 
going to the store.’ You have te 
Say, ‘Me go to store.’ 

“It's hard to write good 
English if you're deaf,” she 
continues. “For me, it’s hard, 
too — but it’s easier because I 
can talk. I'm in between. When I 
don’t hear the words, people 
start talking to me like I’m 
retarded. And I have to say, 
‘Talk to me normally — I’m 
only deaf.’”" 

According to Gregorio, the 
hearing and deaf worlds are 
very different. ‘There are a lot 
more misunderstandings in the 
deaf world because everyone 
signs differently,” she says. “If 
you move your arm just a little 
bit, you have a whole different 
word. It’s confusing.”’ 

Gregorio’s deafness is nerve 
deafness. If she gets hit on the

Biloxi Blues Starring Mat- 
thew Broderick, Christopher 
Walken. Directed by Mike 
Nichols. Written by Neil Simon, 
based on his play. Rated PG-13 
(profanity, adult situations). 

‘There was a long dry stretch 
there when you heard that Neil 
Simon had a new movie out and 
it didn’t stir you much. There 
wasn’t much desire to turn off 
the TV and head for the theatre, 
as his movies had become in- 
terchangeable examples of 
mediocrity. Well, no more. 

He essentially broke out of the 
mold with a filmed version of 

ehis play ‘Brighton Beach 
Memoirs” in 1986, but the movie 
was strangely cast and stagey. 
This time the story has opened 
up both emotionally and 
physically, so that there are no 
confinements, either to sets or 
feelings. This isn't just old Doc 
Simon material, but an ex- 
pansion of his early comedies. 
This story is more emotional 
than most of his other work. 
Nostalgic without being sappy, 
it grabs a little place in your 
heart and just stays there. 

Matthew Broderick plays a 
young man recalling a time in 
the Army he thought he hated, 
but now remembers the sweet 
along-with the bitter. Broderick 
arrives in the Army expecting 
donuts and USO dances, not a 
deranged drill sergeant and a 
bigotry he hadn't felt in his safe, 
New York home. 

Christopher Walken is eerie in 
alow key kind of way that would 
make you giggle if you weren't 
sure just how dangerous he was. 
Walken turns in a superb per- 
formance, not only because we 
have come to expect drill 
sergeants to be loud and stupid, 
but because he has finally 
learned that understatement 
will better capture attention 
than emoting. 

Broderick just about makes 
you feel the lump he develops in 
his throat when the guys in his 
circle of friends, yiolate a trust 
by reading his journal, or the 
scary joy of losing his virginity 
to a prostitute who makes 
money on the side selling 
perfume to the GI's. He has 
finally surpassed the teen films, 
and “Biloxi Blues” proves a 
much better vehicle for his 
maturity than “Project X” 
provided.
